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Chicago — A  contract  was  awarded  today  to  an  architectural  firm 
to  design  a  multi-million  dollar  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering 
building  for  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

H.  A,  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  announced  the 
contract  was  assigned  to  Schmidt,  Garden  and  Erickson,  Chicago.   The 
proposed  125,000  square-foot  building  will  be  located  on  35th  street 
between  Dearborn  and  Federal  streets.   It  will  be  a  three-story 
brick  and  reinforced  concrete  structure  to  match  the  modern 
architectural  design  of  the  other  buildings   on  the  Illinois  Tech 
campus  on  Chicago's  near  South  Side. 

"We  are  planning  to  construct  the  building,"  Leedy  said, 
"to  meet  the  constantly  increasing  needs  of  industry  and  government 
for  expanded  chemical  research.   With  the  new  building  we  will  have 
a  highly  diversified  and  extensive  range  of  chemical  research 
facilities  under  one  roof," 

The  building  is  the  third  in  a  ten  year  expansion  program 
announced  two  years  ago  by  Leedy,  Already  completed  is  a  physics 
and  electrical  engineering  research  building  at  3440  South  State 
Street,  and  nearlng  completion  is  an  addition  to  the  Foundation's 
metals  research  building  at  3350  South  Federal  Street,   Planned  in 
the  program  are  a  new  administration  building  at  10  W.  35th  Street, 
and  an  addition  to  the  mechanical  engineering  building  at  3422  South 
Dearborn  Street, 
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Chemistry  building — add  1 

The  chemistry  research  building  is  scheduled  to  be  the  26th 
new  building  at  Technology  Center  since  1940  when  Illinois  Tech 
was  founded  with  the  merger  of  Lewis  Institute  and  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology,  Armour  Research  Foundation  is  a  non-profit  research 
affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  performing  more 
than  $14  million  annually  in  research  activities  for  industry  and 
government , 

The  new  laboratories  will  provide  an  excellent  setting  for 
some  of  the  major  research  programs  being  conducted  by  the  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  group,  Leedy  said.   These  include 
comprehensive  studies  on  ozone  and  its  application  to  such  things 
as  the  sterilization  of  blood  plasma,  its  physiological  effects, 
as  well  as  its  value  as  a  missile  propellant.   Other  subjects  under 
investigation,  according  to  Leedy,  are  paper  chemistry,  smoke  tars, 
uses  of  saline  water,  useful  products  from  chemical  waste  materials, 
and  the  chemistry  of  cancer  drugs. 
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A  $4,500  grant  for  research  in  the  field  of  higher 
mathematics  has  been  awarded  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  by  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

Basic  research  on  "Iteration  and  Functional  Equations" 
will  be  done  by  Dr.  Michael  A.  McKiernan,  assistant  professor 
of  mathematics,  under  the  one  year  grant. 

McKiernan  received  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees 
from  Loyola  University  and  his  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  from 
I IT.  He  and  his  wife  reside  at  1056  W.  Ardmore  Ave. 
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Chicago — Creative  trends  in  urban  building  will  be  the  theme 
of  the  fourth  annual  National  Construction  Industry  Conference  to 
be  held  in  the  Sherman  Hotel  here  on  Dec.  10  and  11.

Chicago — Tommy  may  know  more  than  his  science  teacher  does 
about  some  aspects  of  physics — but  that  doesn't  mean  he  should  be 
a  scientist. 

Through  rocket  clubs,  high  school  science  fairs,  and  outside 
reading,  high  schoolers  may  advance  beyond  their  teachers  in 
knowledge  of  some  aspects  of  propulsion  or  electronics,  according 
to  Robert  W.  Estin,  instructor  in  physics  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

"But  don't  be  overconfident  about  your  teenager's  brain 
power,"  he  warned  parents. 

"The  interest  shown  by  hundreds  of  youngsters  through 
extracurricular  work  in  scientific  fields  does  not  make  up  for 
the  fact  that  their  science  education  is  limited  by  the  shortage 
of  high  school  science  teachers. 

"In  some  high  schools,  teachers  have  been  'drafted'  out  of 
their  fields  to  teach  an  unfamiliar  science — often  one  in  which 
they  are  not  really  interested.   Sometimes  there  just  aren''t 
enough  science  teachers  to  go  around."

In  these  schools,  Tommy  is  forced  to  make  a  choice — either 
to  regard  science  as  a  bore  or  to  turn  outside  the  high  school 
for  a  scientific  education, 

"It's  amazing  how  many  students  come  to  college  determined 
to  be  physicists  with  an  interest  in  the  field  gained  from  a  home 
experiment  in  rocket  propulsion,  for  example.   In  college  they 
find  that  they  are  seriously  lacking  in  many  basic  aspects  of 
science  and  mathematics,"  he  said. 

"In  addition  to  a  formal  foundation  in  these  subjects,  a 
future  scientist  must  enjoy  balancing  an  equation  or  solving 
complicated  mathematical  manipulations  underlying  a  problem,  as 
well  as  enjoying  carrying  on  the  experiment  itself,"  he  cautioned. 

Estin  advocated  raising  high  school  educational  standards  in 
all  areas — not  only  science,  but  also  the  humanities, 

"Crash  programs  in  either  physics  or  philosophy  will  mean 
a  series  of  short-term  gains.   A  country's  future  is  not  measured 
by  how  many  satellites  it  has  in  the  sky,  or  how  soon  it  sends  a 
man  to  the  moon,"  he  concluded. 
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Chicago — The  golden  promise  of  the  atomic  age — nuclear 
power—will  not  be  realized  until  a  number  of  serious  technological 
problems  have  been  solved, 

A  more  economical  means  of  producing  nuclear  power  must  be 
devised  before  it  can  become  competitive  with  conventional  power, 
according  to  Darwin  Krucoff ,  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Krucoff,  supervisor  of  the  reactor  systems  section  in  the 
ARF  physics  research  department,  pointed  out  that  the  economics 
of  power  reactors  has  become  as  complex  as  the  reactors  themselves, 

••until  the  technological  complexities  are  solved,  the  over-all 
problem  of  economics  may  forestall  the  benefits  of  nuclear  power 
to  man  for  five  to  ten  years,"  he  said. 

The  reactor  systems  section  currently  is  working  in  two 
areas — reactor  safety  and  advanced  reactor  concepts — to  solve  some 
of  these  problems.   It  is  concerned  with  all  phases  of  reactor 
design  and  development,  including  research,  test,  power,  and 
propulsion  reactors, 
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This  research  has  resulted  in  the  development  of  a  new 
power  reactor  concept  with  interesting  possibilities,  according  to 
Krucoff,   Known  as  the  "Armour  Dust  Fueled  Reactor,"  the  concept 
involves  a  new  fuel  form — fissionable  dust  carried  in  an  inert  gas," 

"The  dust  fueled  reactor  concept  has  the  advantages  of 
greatly  reduced  corrosion  and  inherent  high  temperature  capability, 
as  well  as  all  the  advantages  of  fluid  fueled  systems,"  he  said. 

"Its  unusual  safety  features  and  simple  design  appear  very 
promising  for  the  production  of  competitive  nuclear  power,"  he 
added , 

In  addition  to  research  in  reactor  design  and  development, 
the  reactor  systems  section  also  engages  in  reactor  hazards 
analysis.   Physicists  investigate  occurrences  which  could  produce 
overheating  and  resulting  damage  to  the  reactor. 

These  occurrences  can  result  from  a  variety  of  accident 
conditions,  Krucoff  explained,  and  may  be  followed  by  chemical 
reaction  and  unusual  steam  generation  rates. 

This  research  is  aimed  at  modifying  reactor  design  to 
minimize  hazardous  conditions  and  to  enable  the  design  of 
adequate  containment  structures  within  the  reactor, 
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Clark  E.  Thorp  has  been  voted  chairman-elect  of  the 
Chicago  section  of  the  American  Institute  of  Chemists,  an 
organization  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  chemistry  profession 
in  the  United  States. 

Thorp,  an  authority  on  ozone  technology,  is  manager  of  the 
chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  research  department  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

He  has  been  associated  with  the  Foundation  since  1941.   He 
was  director  of  research  for  the  Ozo-Ray  Process  Corp.  from  1937 
to  1941,  and  also  was  chief  chemist  for  Fullers  Earth  Co.  and  an 
analytical  chemist  for  the  National  Lead  Co. 

He  resides  with  his  family  at  442  S.  Dryden  Pl.,  Arlington 
Heights,  111.

Other  speakers  on  industrial  noise  control  problems  will 
include  Herbert  J,  Weber  of  American  Foundrymen's  Society,  and  Allen 
L,  Cudworth  of  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Co,  The  discussions  will 
cover  corrective  measures  in  the  field  as  well  as  research, 
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A  session  devoted  to  Jet  airliner  noise  control  problems 
will  include  papers  prepared  by  Leo  L.  Beranek,  Lajnnon  N.  Ulller 
and  Earl  D.  Kryter  of  Bolt,  Beranek  and  Newman,  Harry  H.  Howell 
of  Boeing  Airplane  Co.,  and  E.  E.  Callaghan  of  the  Lewis  Flight 
Propulsion  Laboratory  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  for 
Aeronautics.

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Chicago — A  $1,200,000  addition  to  the  metals  research 
building  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  will  be  dedicated  here  Monday,  Oct,  20, 

The  event  will  mark  the  completion  of  the  second  step  in  a 
10-year  expansion  program  announced  by  the  Foundation  early  in 
1956. 

The  four-story  addition,  on  the  north  end  of  the  building 
at  3350  S.  Federal  St.,  will  more  than  double  the  amount  of 
previously  available  space  for  metals  projects,  giving  the  department 
a  total  of  68,000  square  feet  of  working  space,  according  to  Dr , 
Donald  J.  McPherson,  manager  of  metals  research. 

Designed  by  internationally- known  architect  Ludwig  Mies 
van  der  Rohe,  retired  director  of  the  Illinois  Tech  department  of 
architecture,  the  structure  Is  the  first  addition  to  a  new  building 
on  the  I IT  campus. 

The  original  metals  building  was  Mies*  first  building  in 
the  United  States  and  the  first  building  to  be  erected  on  the 
modern  I IT  campus.   It  was  constructed  In  1942  to  house  metals 
research  on  war  projects, 
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The  four  floors  of  the  addition  will  provide  space  for 
research  sections  of  electrochemistry,  and  applied,  powder, 
reactor,  physical,  and  nonferrous  metallurgy,  as  well  as  new 
reception  and  administrative  offices  for  the  department, 
McPherson  saide 

The  basement  will  house  a  creep  laboratory,  mechanical 
equipment,  and  a  storage  area. 

The  original  metals  building  will  be  devoted  entirely  to 
pilot  plant  and  other  large-scale  operations,  Including  the 
welding,  foundry  and  steelmaklng,  and  metallurgical  processes 
sections. 

The  new  addition  is  ccmipletely  air-conditioned,  including 
precision  heat  treating  areas,  according  to  McPherson. 

Plans  call  for  the  construction  of  two  more  buildings  and 
another  extension  to  an  existing  building  to  complete  the  10-year 
ARF  expansion  program. 

The  first  building  in  the  expansion  was  a  $1,250,000 
physics  and  electrical  engineering  building,  completed  in  1956, 
Plans  now  are  being  prepared  for  a  multi-million  dollar  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  building,  scheduled  to  be  located  on 
35th  St.  between  Dearborn  and  Federal  Sts. 

The  program  also  calls  for  a  new  administration  building  at 
10  W.  35th  St.,  and  an  addition  to  the  mechanical  engineering 
research  building  at  3422  S.  Dearborn  St. 

The  five  construction  projects  will  consolidate,  modernize, 
and  enlarge  Armour  Research  Foundation's  physical  plant,  now 
scattered  over  10  buildings  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus.

A  $7,500  grant  awarded  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  may  help  utilize  lignin,  a  wood  by-product  of  the  paper- 
making  process  which  often  is  a  source  of  lake  and  stream  pollution. 

The  two-year  National  Science  Foundation  grant  for  basic 
research  on  "Metabolism  of  Compounds  Related  to  Lignin  by 
Basidiomycetes"  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Allan  H.  Roush, 
associate  professor  of  biology, 

Roush  will  investigate  the  chemistry  of  fungus  growth 
(basidiomycetes)  in  compounds  related  to  lignin,  or  wood  waste. 
The  study  may  determine  if  mushrooms  and  other  fungi,  which  grow 
in  natural  wood,  also  may  grow  in  lignin. 

•'If  lignin  cata  grow  mushrooms,  a  possible  commercial  use 
of  the  paper-making  residue  will  have  been  found,"  he  said. 

Roush  was  graduated  from  Montana  State  College  and  has 
done  graduate  work  at  Columbia  University  and  the  U.S.  Naval 
Academy.  He  received  his  Ph.D.  in  biochemistry  at  the  University 
of  Washington  in  1951. 

A  specialist  in  the  biochemistry  of  cancer,  nucleic  acid 
metabolism,  and  enzymology,  he  lives  at  280  Dogwood  St.,  Park 
Forest,  111, 
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Chicago — Average  starting  salaries  for  1958  engineering 
graduates  are  matching  last  year's  all-time  high. 

Average  starting  pay  for  January  and  June  engineering 
graduates  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  was 
$470  a  month — the  same  as  last  year,  according  to  Earl  C.  Kubicek, 
director  of  placement. 

The  1957  electronics  boom  brought  electrical  engineering 
starting  salaries  to  $515  a  month  last  year,  he  said.  This 
year's  electrical  engineering  average  was  $470  a  month, 

"However,  mechanical- engineers,  who  are  more  basic  in 
industrial  application,  commanded  an  average  monthly  salary  of 
$483  compared  to  last  year's  average  of  $465,"  Kubicek  added. 

The  over-all  average,  he  pointed  out,  also  Included 
starting  salaries  for  chemical,  civil,  fire  protection  and  safety, 
food,  industrial,  and  metallurgical  engineering,  and  mechanics 
graduates. 

Figures,  based  on  a  40-hour  work  week,  do  not  include 
starting  salaries  of  graduates  whose  work  experience  prior  to 
graduation  exceeds  one  year, 
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Neither  are  statistics  included  for  graduates  who  did  the 
major  portion  of  their  undergraduate  work  in  the  I IT  evening 
division  while  regularly  employed,  ROTC  students  who  went  immediately 
into  the  armed  forces,  or  those  continuing  for  graduate  study, 

"In  spite  of  talk  of  recession,  depression,  and  layoffs, 
there  has  been  no  material  change  in  industry's  demand  for 
qualified  engineers  holding  a  bachelor's  degree,"  he  said. 

"Companies  are  becoming  more  and  more  selective,"  he 
added.   "They  want  engineers  who  suit  their  needs — whether  or 
not  the  graduates  are  draft  exempt  or  in  the  top  quarter  of 
their  class." 

The  market  for  engineers  still  is  greater  than  the  number 
of  graduates,  Kubicek  added.   He  quoted  a  1957  national  survey 
made  by  industry  which  showed  that  a  company  was  successful  in 
recruiting  when  it  secured  52%  of  the  engineering  graduates  it 
needed  through  college  recrijitment , 

"However,  college  recruiting  still  remains  the  most 
effective  way  for  American  industry  to  secure  much-needed 
engineering  personnel,"  Kubicek  said. 

Interviews  for  579  companies  and  government  agencies 
were  scheduled  by  IIT  in  1958  and  approximately  1,600  personal 
interviews  were  arranged  between  company  representatives  and 
graduates.   Almost  300  companies  already  have  confirmed 
recruiting  dates  for  the  coming  year,  Kubicek  concluded. 
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Dr,  Eugene  Sevin  has  been  promoted  to  senior  research 
engineer  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago* 

A  staff  member  since  1949,  Sevin  is  one  of  the  Foundation's 
leading  scientists  in  areas  of  blast  effects,  the  dynamics  of 
structures  and  structural  components,  as  well  as  the  general 
field  of  applied  mechanics,  according  to  Dr,  Gerhard  A.  Nothmann, 
manager  of  mechanical  engineering  research. 

He  has  played  a  major  role  in  a  number  of  projects 
relating  to  effects  of  atomic  explosions  and  fundamental  studies 
of  elastic  and  inelastic  structural  behavior. 

He  also  has  worked  on  the  arching  theory  of  masonry  walls 
and  on  *'min-max"  solutions  of  linear  mass-spring  systems,  and  has 
published  several  technical  articles  on  these  subjects » 

Sevin  received  a  bachelor's  degree  in  mechanical  engineering 
and  a  Ph.  D.  in  mechanics  from  Illinois  Tech  and  a  master's 
degree  In  mechanical  engineering  from  California  Institute  of 
Technology, 

Sevin,  his  wife  and  family  reside  at  3100  S,  Michigan  Ave., 
Chicago, 
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A  scholarly  text  by  a  Chicago  mathematician  has  been

Azaroff  hopes  to  expand  the  technique  of  X-ray  diffraction 
analysis  of  crystals  to  the  detection  of  very  light  atoms,  such  as 
hydrogen . 

This  will  be  done  by  developing  low-temperature  equipment 
with  which  to  study  crystals  cooled  with  liquid  nitrogen.   Extremely 
high  accuracy  can  be  attained  by  using  this  method,  he  said. 

The  grant   is  a  continuation  of  a  study  Azaroff  made  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation,  an  affiliate  of  IIT,  in  which  he 
developed  a  special-purpose  computer  to  make  calculations  required 
in  crystal  structure  determination. 

Azaroff,  co-author  of  "The  Powder  Method  in  X-Ray  Crystallography,' 
was  on  the  staff  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  from  1953  to  1957, 

Awarded  a  bachelor's  degree  cum  laude  from  Tufts  University 

and  a  Ph.D.  in  crystallography  from  Massachusetts  Institute  of 

Technology,  he  was  a  teaching  assistant  and  a  research  assistant  at  MIT.

Hodge 
is  slated  to  discuss  "The  Linearization  of  Plasticity  Problems  by 
Means  of  Non- Homogeneous  Materials."

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— Students  from  many  lands  come  here  to  study  in  our 
institutions  of  higher  learning,,   Leaders  in  many  countries  look  to 
these  students  to  bring  home  information  which  will  aid  in  the 
development  of  these  countries.   For  instance,  India  is  particularly 
interested  in  our  steel  industry  at  this  time  since  a  major  expansion 
is  taking  place  in  India's  own  steel  industries, 

— Fulbright  and  other  government  programs  and  the  programs  of 
private  foundations  offer  many  types  of  financial  assistance  to 
students  coming  here  from  overseas „ 

— U,  S,  colleges  offer  foreign  students  extensive  research 
facilities  as  well  as  new  viewpoints  and  new  methods  of  education, 

— U,  S.  colleges  may  offer  excellent  instruction  in  scientific 
and  engineering  fields  as  well  as  in  the  areas  of  architecture  ami 
product  design, 

— Corporate  branches  of  U.  S.  business  throughout  the  world 
offer  good  job  opportunities  to  local  students  who  have  studied  in 
the  United  States, 

"Last  year,  the  graduate  division  at  IIT  enrolled  some  144 
foreign  students  in  its  regular  program — plus  47  engineering 
graduates  from  India  who  are  here  under  a  special  schedule,"  Boyce  said. 

The  Indian  students  are  studying  metallurgy,  sociology,  and 
economics  under  the  Indian  Steel  Training  Program  (IN  STEP),   IN  STEP 
was  initiated  last  year,  through  a  $1,500,000  Ford  Foundation  grant 
to  colleges  throughout  the  country,  to  aid  India's  need  for  trained 
personnel  in  the  steel  industry.  The  trainees  split  their  time 
between  the  steel  mills  and  the  Institute,

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A  demand  for  more  campus  housing  will  be  met  by  a 
million-dollar  addition  to  the  dormitory  facilities  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  addition,  part  of  a  long-range  multi-million  dollar 
expansion  program  of  student  housing  facilities,  will  be 
started  late  this  month. 

President  John  T.  Rettaliata,  in  announcing  the  construction, 
said  that  while  Illinois  Tech's  principal  student  body  consists  of 
Chicago  area  students,  many  of  its  students  come  from  other 
states  and  countries. 

He  attributed  the  increase  in  resident  students  to  the 
continued  growth  of  I IT  as  a  technological  institution  as  well  as 
to  the  advancement  of  Chicago  as  a  center  of  science  and  technology. 

The  new  dormitory  area  will  form  a  third  of  the  proposed 
student  housing  to  be  built  between  32nd  and  33rd  and  Michigan 
and  Wabash  Avenues,  Rettaliata  said. 

The  two  new  four-story  buildings  will  be  connected  with 
IIT's  Fowler  Hall,  3200  S,  Michigan  Ave.,  by  a  one-story  unit 
which  will  contain  a  lounge,  dining  hall,  and  kitchen. 

The  new  unit  will  house  396  students — 288  in  the  new  addition 
and  108  in  Fowler  Hall.   Slated  for  construction  immediately  after 
the  contracting  bids  are  awarded  Aug,  29,  the  building  is  scheduled 
for  completion  in  the  fall  of  1959, 
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Funds  for  the  building,  which  will  follow  the  general 
architecture  of  the  other  buildings  on  the  I IT  campus,  are  being 
obtained  through  the  College  Loan  Program  of  the  Federal  Housing 
and  Loan  Authority. 

Already  under  construction  is  a  $200,000  men's  housing 
unit — the  first  of  10  small  units  for  groups  of  approximately  50 
full-time  day  students.  A  fraternity  quadrangle  is  planned  for 
location  between  33rd  and  34th  Streets  and  Michigan  and  Wabash 
Avenues • 

The  new  housing  units  are  part  of  the  over-all  campus 
expansion  program  which  includes  a  student  union  building  at 
33rd  and  Federal  Streets,  classroom  buildings,  administration 
building,  library,  gymnasium,  fieldhouse,  and  apartment  buildings 
for  staff  and  married  students. 
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Two  members  of  the  faculty  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  have  received  academic  promotions  effective 
Sept.  1,  it  was  announced  by  President  John  T.  Rettaliata. 

Advanced  to  the  rank  of  full  professor  are  Dr.  Paul 
Gordon,  metallurgical  engineering,  and  Dr.  Stothe  P.  Kezios, 
mechanical  engineering. 

Gordon  was  in  charge  of  physical  metallurgy  for  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
before  coming  to  Illinois  Tech  in  1949,  He  received  his  bachelor's^ 
master's,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  MIT,  where  he  also  worked  as  a 
research  associate. 

In  1951  Gordon  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Institute  for 
the  Study  of  Metals  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  then  returned  to 
IIT  in  1954  as  an  associate  professor.   At  IIT  he  has  built  a  unique 
laboratory  for  the  study  of  phase  transformations  in  metals  utilizing 
calorimeters  capable  of  measuring  minute  quantities  of  heat. 

Author  of  many  technical  papers  in  his  field,  he  was 
awarded  the  1957  Mathewson  Gold  Medal  from  the  American  Institute 
of  Mining  and  Metallurgical  Engineers  for  the  best  research  paper 
published  in  the  Journal  of  Metals  during  the  previous  three  years. 
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On  the  executive  committee  of  the  Chicago  chapter  of 
AIME,  he  also  is  a  member  of  two  national  committees  of  that 
organization.   He  resides  at  7442  S.  Chappel  Ave.,  Chicago. 

Kezios,  a  specialist  in  the  fields  of  heat  transfer, 
thermodynamics,  and  fluid  flow,  has  been  an  I IT  faculty 
member  since  1946.   With  the  late  Max  Jakob,  international 
authority  on  heat  transfer,  Kezios  originated  and  built  the 
IIT  Heat  Transfer  Laboratory,  which  he  now  directs. 

He  received  his  bachelor's,  master's,  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
from  Illinois  Tech,  where  he  also  has  worked  as  a  research 
engineer.   Consultant  to  many  companies,  he  is  chairman  of  the 
Heat  Transfer  Division  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical 
Engineers,  vice  chairman  of  the  Chicago  section  of  ASME,  and 
chairman  of  the  planning  committee  for  the  National  Heat 
Transfer  Conference  sponsored  by  ASME  and  the  American  Institute 
of  Chemical  Engineers. 

Author  of  numerous  technical  publications,  Kezios 
completed  and  edited  "Heat  Transfer"  (Vol,  II)  by  Max 
Jakob  after  Jakob's  death. 

Kezios  was  commissioned  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  during  World 
War  II  and  served  with  the  Navy  Seabees  in  the  Pacific  theater. 
He  and  his  wife  reside  at  3100  S.  Michigan  Ave.,  Chicago,

The  month's  reading  also  brought  an  average  of  47.8 
tons  per  square  mile  for  the  seven  months  of  this  year, 
compared  with  58,9  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  lowest  reading  in  the  city  was  recorded  by  the 
station  at  7530  Pratt  Ave.,  with  14.6  tons  per  square  mile.

The  chemical  engineering  department  is  offering  a  graduate 
evening  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  engineer-scientist  with 
the  methods  of  applied  research  management  in  industry. 

Dealing  with  supervising  personnel,  organizing  a  staff, 
preparing  budgets,  planning  research  programs,  and  evaluating  the 
results  of  research,  the  course  will  place  emphasis  on  the 
smaller  groups  in  a  large  laboratory  and  on  the  medium-sized 
research  departments,  conducting  applied  research  for  industry. 

The  day  division  will  feature  a  new  undergraduate  course 
in  physics — "Electronics  of  Physical  Measurement" — which  will 
develop  the  principles  of  electronics  as  required  in  the  design 
of  experimental  apparatus  such  as  scalers,  pulse  height  analyzers, 
and  stabilizers.

A  day  division  course,  it  is  a  prerequisite  for  the  further  advanced 
courses  in  both  solid  and  fluid  mechanics.   "Applied  Elasticity"  is 
introduced  this  year  by  the  mechanics  department  through  the 
evening  division  to  serve  the  needs  of  graduate  students  in  other 
departments  as  well  as  individuals  presently  employed  in  industry.

Ludwig  K.  Hilberseimer,  professor  of  city  and  regional 
planning  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  was  presented  the 
citation  at  the  44th  annual  convention  of  the  ACSA. 

In  recommending  Hilberseimer  for  the  award,  Ludwig  Mies  van 
der  Rohe,  nationally-known  architect,  said,  "I  consider  him  one  of 
the  greatest  city  planners  of  our  time,  in  fact  the  only  one  who 
has  thoroughly  clarified  the  problems  of  planning.   He  has  written 
important  books  on  city  and  regional  planning  in  which  these 
principles  are  ably  set  forth.. .his  influence  has  been  far-reaching 
and  will  become  more  and  more  visible  as  time  passes," 

The  award  was  presented  at  the  annual  dinner  by  Prof.  Linus 
B.  Smith,  chairman  of  the  department  of  architecture  at  the  University 
of  Nebraska. 

Hilberseimer  came  to  Illinois  Tech  in  1938,   Founder  of 
the  department  of  city  planning  at  the  Bauhaus,  famed  pre-war 
German  school  of  design,  he  is  a  graduate  of  the  Karlsruhe  Institute 
of  Technology,  Germany. 

He  is  author  of  "The  New  City,"   "  The  Nature  of  Cities," 
"The  New  Regional  Pattern,"  and  "Mies  van  der  Rohe."   Hilberseimer 
also  wrote  several  well-known  books  in  German,   He  resides  at  1510 
N,  Dearborn  St, 
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EAST  LANSING,  Mich. — An  appeal  to  scientists  to  leave 
their  ivory  towers  and  accept  more  social  responsibilities  was 
made  here  today  (Saturday)  at  a  national  conference  of  the  Junior 
Engineering  Technical  Society  on  the  Michigan  State  University  campus. 

Dr.  Christopher  E,  Barthel,  Jr.,  assistant  director  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  declared 
there  is  a  need  for  scientists  and  engineers  to  advance  their 
prestige. 

"Their  work  affects  the  lives  of  all  people,  and  they 
should  learn  to  increase  the  scope  of  their  activities,"  he 
said. 

Dr.  Barthel  told  the  JETS  conference  that  too  many  top-notch 
scientists  and  engineers  have  shunned  government  service,  leaving 
many  important  positions  unfilled  or  imcompetently  filled.   He 
called  upon  the  students  to  share  the  responsibility  for  teaching 
science  and  engineering  to  the  less  fortunate  people  of  the  world. 

"America  is  grossly  misunderstood  and  misrepresented 
abroad,"  he  said,   "The  tide  can  be  turned  by  scientists  and 
engineers  who  can  provide  technical  assistance  in  lieu  of  economic 
aid. 

Speaking  on  "Scientists,  Engineers  and  Tommorow,"  Dr.  Barthel 
predicted  that  expenditures  for  research  and  development  will 
surpass  the  estimate  of  $20  billion  in  the  next  25  years. 
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He  said  research  efforts  will  have  to  be  channeled  to: 

— exploit  new  types  of  energy, 

— develop  new  materials  to  replace  those  now  being  exhausted. 

— develop  new  weapons  to  protect  us  against  aggression » 

— maintain  the  standard  of  living  that  technology  has  given  us, 

Dr.  Barthel  said  these  advanced  will  enable  America  to  keep 
pace  with  Russia  in  the  technological  race. 

Unfortunately,  he  said,  there  are  signs  of  a  "returning 
complacency"  toward  science  since  the  launching  of  Sputnik  I.   He 
warned  the  conference  that  self-satisfaction  can  create  a  barrier 
that  will  prevent  the  accomplishment  of  our  research  goals » 

"While  we  are  moving  into  an  era  of  greater  technological 
complexity,  responses  are  too  slow,"  Dr.  Barthel  saido   "The 
explosion-like  expansion  of  scientific  research  will  make  our 
society  more  dependent  on  scientists  and  engineers  than  ever  before." 

Emphasizing  the  challenge  of  the  future,  he  urged  the  students 
to  explore  new  scientific  fields  that  will  preserve  the  comfort 
and  well-being  of  our  nation. 

Delegates  from  350  JETt;  clubs  with  a  total  membership  of 
10,000  high  school  students  attended  the  conference, 
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Dr.  Fritz  K.  Richter,  educator,  author,  and  artist,  has 
been  awarded  the  Eichendorff  Medal  for  his  outstanding  efforts  in 
promoting  the  cultivation  of  the  German  language  in  the  United 
States, 

Richter,  professor  of  German  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  was  one  of  twelve  educators,  newspaper  editors, 
and  businessmen  in  this  country  who  were  so  honored. 

The  medals,  presented  by  Karl  W,  Goldammer,  Jr., 
German  newspaper  publisher,  carry  a  picture  of  Joseph  Freiherr  von 
Eichendorff,  noted  Silesian  poet. 

Born  in  Germany,  Richter  was  educated  in  France  and  Germany. 
He  came  to  this  country  in  1937  to  escape  the  Nazi  persecution  of 
intellectuals.   Since  that  time  he  has  taught  at  Swarthmore 
College,  Colorado  College,  and  Doane  College.   He  joined  the  staff 
of  Illinois  Tech  in  1941, 

Founder  and  chairman  of  the  Literary  Society  of  Chicago,  a 
German  literature  organization,  he  once  received  a  $2,000  gift  to 
the  society  from  West  German  Chancellor  Konrad  Adenauer  to 
purchase  books. 

He  writes  a  weekly  book  review  for  a  Minnesota  German 
language  newspaper  and  also  has  reviewed  books  for  the  Chicago 
Tribune,   In  Germany,  his  novel  "Koyot"  (Coyote)  reached  best-seller 

status,  A  collection  of  his  short  stories  also  was  published  in 
that  country. 
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In  1944  Richter  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Interracial 
Cooperation  service  award o   In  1957  he  was  one  of  15  American 
scholars  invited  to  visit  the  German  Federal  Republic  as  a  guest 
of  the  government  for  a  month's  study  tour  of  West  Germany,

The  60,000  pound  per  hour  steam  generating  boiler  is  the 
smallest  pulverized  coal-burning  unit  in  the  Chicago  area,  he 
said.  An  overall  plant  efficiency  of  85  per  cent  may  be  obtained 
under  favorable  load  conditions. 

Coal  and  ash  handling  is  completely  mechanical  in  the 
boiler,  which  uses  automatically  controlled  off-peak  gas  in  the 
summer  months.

Plans  for  a  $2,400,000  student  union  building  on  the  campus 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  were  announced  today 
by  President  John  T,  Rettaliata, 

Scheduled  for  completion  in  the  fall  of  1960,  the  new 
building  will  be  located  in  the  northern  half  of  Ogden  Field, 
between  32nd  and  33rd  and  Dearborn  and  Federal  Streets. 

"I  am  pleased,"  Rettaliata  said,  "to  announce  the  new 
student  union  building,  which  will  serve  students,  faculty, 
administration,  alumni,  and  guests  of  IIT.   This  multiple  use 
will  make  it  one  of  the  most  important  buildings  on  campus." 

The  glass  and  steel  building  will  conform  to  the  general 
architectural  pattern  of  the  other  buildings  at  Technology  Center, 
the  name  given  to  the  IIT  campus.   Preliminary  plans  call  for  the 
structure  to  contain  an  English  basement,  main  floor,  and  mezzanine * 
Fully  air  conditioned,  the  building  would  have  approximately 
100,000  square  feet  of  space.  Architects  are  Skidmore,  Owings, 
and  Merrill. 

Tentative  approval  of  a  $1,200,000  loan  for  the  new  student 
building  has  been  received  from  the  College  Loan  Program  of  the 
Federal  Housing  and  Loan  Authority,  The  balance  of  the  necessary 
funds  will  be  acquired  from  other  sources. 
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The  new  building  will  be  the  28th  new  construction  at 
Technology  Center  since  1940,  when  Lewis  Institute  and  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology  were  merged  to  create  I IT. 

All  student  activities  will  center  in  the  new  building, 
which  also  will  house  religious  counseling  facilities,  a  faculty 
club,  study  rooms,  and  lounge  areas. 

Bowling  alleys,  billiard  tables,  card  rooms,  a  cafeteria, 
and  a  small  theater  also  will  be  featured  in  the  new  building. 

Adjustable  walls  in  the  dining  room  and  conference  rooms 
will  make  it  possible  to  accommodate  small  or  large  groups, 
including  student  assemblies  and  banquets.   There  will  be  special 
stage  and  lighting  facilities  for  commencement  exercises. 

The  over-all  campus  expansion  program  also  includes 
classroom  buildings,  an  administration  building,  library,  gymnaslvim, 
fleldhouse,  and  apartment  buildings  for  staff  and  married  students. 
Recently  begun  was  a  $1,225,000  resident  housing  facility  near 
Fowler  Hall,  3200  S.  Michigan  Ave.

He  is  an  Associate  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British

He  was  a  partner  in  the  Bell  and  Malcolmson  firm,  Belfast,  Ireland, 
which  undertook  housing  projects,  commercial  and  industrial 
buildings,  and  acted  as  housing  and  planning  consultants  to  six 
urban  and  rural  comunities. 
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In  1942  Malcolmson  formed  a  group  of  young  architects 
which  presented  exhibitions  of  architecture  and  town-planning 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Council  for  the  Encouragement  of 
Music  and  the  Arts  (later  known  as  the  British  Council)  and 
Queen's  University  of  Belfast,   He  also  contributed  to  the 
National  Planning  Exhibition  in  IKiblin  in  1944  at  the  invitation 
of  the  National  Planning  Conference  of  Ireland, 

He  received  a  master's  degree  in  architecture  from  I IT, 
He  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  1949  and  was  appointed 
assistant  to  Mies  van  der  Rohe  in  1953, 

He  is  author  of  several  architecture  and  city  planning 
projects,  including  a  competition  project  for  a  new  Crystal 
Palace  near  London,  exhibited  in  London  in  1946,  and  a  metropolitan 
center  study,  "Metro- Linear, "  exhibited  at  IIT  in  1955,   This 
study  has  been  published  in  the  U,S,,  England,  and  Italy  and 
soon  will  be  published  in  France, 

Lecturer  and  author  of  many  articles  in  his  field  here 
and  abroad,  he  resides  at  7427  South  Shore  Dr. 

Resnikoff  served  as  research  associate  in  the  Applied 
Mathematics  and  Statistics  Laboratory  at  Stanford  University 
for  several  years.  In  this  capacity  he  contributed  numerous 
technical  reports  in  the  area  of  statistics  and  quality  control  to 
the  Office  of  Naval  Research,  and  co-authored  two  manuals  on 
sampling  inspection  for  the  Department  of  Defense, 

He  also  has  published  a  number  of  articles  in  technical 

journals^  and  is  the  author  of  a  book  containing  tables  of  the 

distribution  of  a  statistical  function  which  has  had  a  widespread 

application, 
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He  has  been  senior  engineer  at  the  Electronic  Defense 
Laboratory,  Mountain  View,  Calif.,  lecturer  in  statistics  at 
Stanford  University,  and  most  recently  was  visiting  associate 
professor  of  statistics  at  Stanford  University  during  the  1958 
sununer  quarter. 

He  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  mathematics  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  and  his  master's  and  PhoD.  degrees 
in  mathematical  statistics  from  Stanford  University,   He  joined 
the  faculty  of  Illinois  Tech  in  1957,

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Chicago — Providing  an  interference-free  environment  for 
complex  electronic  equipment   that  is  the  crucial  component  of 
modern  armaments   is  a  vital  problem  affecting  national  defense, 
an  anny  research  officer  said  here  today  (Oct.  1), 

Col.  Harold  McD.  Brown,  commanding  officer  of  the  U.  S, 
Army  Signal  Research  and  Development  Laboratory,  Ft.  Monmouth, 
N.  J,,  in  an  address  at  the  opening  session  of  the  fourth  annual 
Radio  Interference  Reduction  and  Electronic  Compatibility 
conference  described  the  reduction  of  electromagnetic  interference 
as  a  'job  of  the  first  magnitude'  for  engineers. 

The  conference,  being  held  at  the  Museum  of  Science  and 
Industi'y  today  and  tomorrow,  is  sponsored  by  the  Signal  Research 
and  Development  Laboratory  and  is  being  conducted  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  cooperation  with 
the  Institute  of  Radio  Engineers. 

Brown  said  electronic  equipment  is  the  chief  offender 
in  creating  interference  and  he  urged  close  cooperation  between 
interference  reduction  engineers  and  electronic  design  engineers 
to  bring  it  under  control. 
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"We  should  all  be  aiming  toward  consideration  of  the 
interference  problems  right  from  the  outset  of  each  development 
so  that  our  materiel  ultimately  will  be  negligible  sources  of, 
and  reasonably  invulnerable  to  interference','  Brown  stated. 

He  pointed  out  that  application  of  interference  reduction 
measures  after  the  equipment  has  been  designed  is  "truly  the  hard, 
inefficient,  costly,  and  often  impossible  way," 

"We  have  poured  huge  human  and  financial  resources  into 
the  development  of  truly  marvelous  electronic  equipments  and 
systems,"  he  added,  "only  to  have  them  rendered,  in  many 
instances,  completely  ineffectual  because  we  have  failed  to 
apply  what  would  have  been  a  ridiculously  small  portion  of  the 
overall  effort  to  the  problem  of  interference  reduction. 

"Today,  the  folly  of  this  oversight  is  clearly  evident." 

Brown  said  that  the  Signal  Corps  has  achieved  much 
success  in  the  reduction  of  interference  in  "non- intentionally" 
radiating  devices,  such  as  vehicles,  internal  combustion  engines 
and  electromechanical  devices. 

Efforts  to  control  the  interference  in  other  fields, 
particularly  electronic  devices,  are  being  increased  greatly, 
he  said. 

The  Radio  Interference  Reduction  and  Electronic  Compatibility 
conference  is  a  joint  military-industrial  meeting  for  discussion 
of  problems  associated  with  the  suppression  of  interference.  Subjects 
scheduled  for  discussion  at  the  technical  sessions  include  missile 
systems,  communications,  radar,  and  instrumentation  techniques, 
measuring  three  dimensional  patterns,  interference  control,  non- 
linear devices,  and  computer  techniques, 
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CHICAGO — Some  of  the  world's  foremost  authorities  will  meet 
here  Dec.  10  and  11  at  the  fourth  National  Construction  Industry 
Conference  to  present  their  views  on  the  present  and  future  trends 
in  urban  building. 

The  conference  in  the  Hotel  Sherman,  is  sponsored  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers, 
Associated  General  Contractors  of  America,  and  the  Building  Research 
Institute, 

The  meeting  will  bring  together  authorities  in  esthetics, 
sociology,  psychology,  architecture,  building,  engineering,  and 
city  planning  to  discuss  human  needs  in  cities  of  the  future, 
according  to  R,  T.  Mijanovich,  ARF  mechanical  engineering  project 
coordinator  and  conference  chairman. 

The  opening  session  will  stress  human  needs  in  urban 
society.  The  remaining  three  sessions  will  highlight  responses  from 
architects,  engineers,  and  builders. 
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The  human  needs  session,  on  Wednesday  morning,  Dec,  10, 
will  feature  John  E»  Burchard,  dean  of  the  School  of  Humanities 
and  Social  Studies,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  speaking 
on  the  esthetics  of  city  building;  Jane  Jacobs,  associate  editor, 
Architectural  Forum,  on  economics  and  history  of  cities;  Karl 
A,  Menninger,  Menninger  Clinic,  on  psychological  and  mental  health 
aspects,  and  Amos  H.  Hawley,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Sociology, 
University  of  Michigan,  who  will  talk  on  sociological  currents  in 
urban  society, 

David  B.  Singer,  assistant  supervisor  of  structural  analysis 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation,  will  moderate  the  morning  session. 

The  luncheon  speaker  on  the  first  day  will  be  Mayor  Richard 
J,  Daley,  who  will  report  on  Chicago's  recently  announced  $1,5 
billion  urban  renewal  plan.

Tests  by  MacGregor  and  golf  pros  have  shown  that  ceramic 
coated  irons  have  exceptional  wearability  and  a  solid  "feel"  that 
helps  to  improve  control.

He  also  was  an  engineering  assistant 
at  the  Peoples'  Light,  Gas,  and  Coke  Co„   He  attended  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology,  predecessor  to  Illinois  Tech,  and 
Northwestern  University,  School  of  Commerce. 

Morgan,  his  wife,  and  three  children  reside  on  Route  3, 
Chesterton,  Ind. 
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Chicago  111.,  Oct.  9  —  A  revolutionary  "first"  in 
military  logistics  —  a  system  for  delivering  supplies  by 
ballistic  cargo  missile  —  has  been  developed  for  the  U.  S. 
Army  by  Convair  (San  Diego)  Division  of  General  Dynamics 
Corporation. 

This  was  disclosed  here  today  by  Lawrence  B,  Richardson, 
senior  vice  president,  engineering,  for  General  Dynamics,  in  an 
address  to  the  ninth  annual  National  Noise  Abatement  Symposium, 
sponsored  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  and  a  group  of  professional  organizations  at  Hotel  Sherman. 

"The  nature  of  limited  —  or  brushfire  war,"  Richardson 
said,  "dictates  that  we  develop  to  the  utmost  the  mobility  of 
our  military  supply  systems,  so  that  materiel  can  flow  quickly 
from  the  depot  to  battlefield,  whether  the  front  be  hundreds  of 
miles  away,  or  just  over  the  next  hill," 

Richardson  said  the  missile,  which  Convair  calls  Lobber, 
can  deliver  rations,  ammunition,  medicines,  communications 
equipment  or  other  vital  supplies  accurately  and  in  quantity  to 
front-line  troops,  wherever  and  whenever  needed.  He  said  the 
missile  and  its  launcher  can  be  handcarried,  if  necessary,  by  a  team 
of  three  men  in  the  field. 
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Quick-disconnect  Lobber  pay load  sections  can  be  pre-loaded 
at  the  supply  depots,  Richardson  said,  and  at  least  70  per  cent 
of  every  missile  will  be  recoverable  and  can  be  re-used.   Normally, 
however,  it  would  be  an  expendable  item  of  equipment,  he  said. 

Richardson  credited  Ma j .  Gen,  A.  T.  McNamara,  quartermaster 
general  of  the  army,  with  sparking  development  of  the  new  missile 
system  by  Convair-San  Oiego. 

"It  was  his  expressed  interest  in  the  possibilities  of 
a  ballistic  approach  to  the  logistic  system  delivery  that  led 
Convair  to  develop  Lobber,"  Richardson  said, 

"McNamara 's  foresight  was  based  on  a  World  War  II  situation 
wherein  besieged  elements  of  the  First  Army,  cut  off  during  a 
Gennan  counter-attack  at  Mortagne  in  August,  1944,  were  supplied 
with  food  and  other  emergency  materiel  packed  into  105-mmo 
Howitzer  shells  and  fired  over  the  enemy's  head  into  American-held 
territory,"  Richardson  related. 

Although  he  did  not  disclose  such  design  details  as 
dimensions,  range,  pay load  or  launching  and  landing  techniques, 
Richardson  said  Lobber  missiles  are  simple  in  concept  and  operation, 
are  accurate  and  reliable,  are  mem   in  cost  and  impervious  to 
weather. 

The  speaker  predicted  that  Lobber  is  an  early  expression 
of  a  fast-developing  missing  science  and  technology  "that  one 
day  may  be  hurtling  large  priority  cargoes  across  a  continent 
or  ocean  in  minutes,  or  launching  the  first  human  into  space." 
He  noted  that  Convair  also  pioneer  and  is  producing  for  the  U,  S, 
Air  Force  the  Atlas,  the  free  world's  first  intercontinental 
ballistic  missile, 
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Richardson  told  the  symposium  the  Lobber  also  is  adaptable 
to  offensive  weaponry,  carrying  payloads  of  napalm,  chemicals, 
high- explosives  or  small  nuclear  warheads,  and  that  it  has  other 
uses  in  military  engineering  and  communications. 

At  San  Diego,  the  new  project  was  amplified  by  B,  F.  Coggan, 
vice  president  and  manager  of  Convair-San  Diego,  where  the  new 
ballistic  cargo  delivery  concept  originated, 

"The  Lobber  is  attuned  to  the  mobility  and  speed  of  the 
army*s  new  pentomic  units,"  Coggan  said, 

"The  Lobber,  because  of  its  mobility  in  the  field  under 
combat  conditions,  can  be  a  means  of  integrating  many  service 
requirements  into  one  standardized  vehicle.  This  reduces  the 
overall  logistics  burden  while  at  the  same  time  extending  the 
tactical  capability  of  the  using  service," 

Coggan  said  the  immediate  capabilities  of  the  ballistic 
cargo  missile  are  to  provide  emergency  supplies  for  troops  isolated 
by  terrain  or  enemy  action;  monitoring  radioactivity  in 
contaminated  areas;  rapid  buildup  of  supply  depots  under  cover  of 
darkness  or  weather;  augmenting  the  mobility  of  beachhead  assaults, 
and  supporting  purely  offensive  actions. 

Most  important  in  the  Lobber  concept,  Coggan  explained, 
is  the  missile  system's  utility  when  speed  of  delivery  is  paramount; 
when  bad  weather  prevents  or  restricts  air  drops;  when  the  air 
space  over  a  combat  area  is  under  enemy  control;  when  rough  or 
impenetrable  terrain  impedes  delivery  by  more  conventional  means, 
and  when  maximum  mobility  of  a  ground  force  must  be  maintained, 
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Already  under  development  are  such  additional  Lobber 
capabilities  as  transporting  small  radio  transmitters  to  provide 
radio  bench  marks  for  rapid  forward  area  surveys;  placing  of 
cables  across  rivers  to  aid  in  engineering  of  pontoon  bridges; 
laying  of  cable  tramway  lines  across  impassable  barriers;  stringing 
of  steel  communications  wire  to  forward  observers;  extending  a 
barrage  area;  spreading  heavy  protective  smoke  cover  for  assault 
landings,  and  even  delivery  of  fuel  and  munition  stores  to  advanced 
units. 

Coggan  said  the  Convair-sponsored  ballistic  cargo  missile 
program  also  plans  for  development  of  Lobber  missiles  capable  of 
conveying  large-size  or  very  heavy  payloadse 

The  program  of  the  National  Noise  Abatement  Symposium,  which 
will  continue  through  tomorrow,  includes  discussions  of  problems 
associated  with  jet  airliner  noise,  industrial  noise,  and  development 
of  standards  for  measuring  the  effects  of  noise  on  hearing. 

The  co-sponsors  of  the  symposium  are  the  Acoustical  Society 
of  America,  American  Society  of  Safety  Engineers,  National  Noise 
Abatement  Council,  American  Society  of  Planning  Officials,  American 
Industrial  Hygiene  Association,  Acoustical  Materials  Association, 
and  Noise  Control  magazine. 

The  sjnnposium  is  being  attended  by  approximately  300  acoustical 
engineers  and  others  interested  in  the  suppressions  and  elimination 
of  noise. 
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WERNERSVILLE,  Pa.  —  A  warning  to  architects  that  research 
in  the  construction  industry  is  being  neglected  was  made  here 
tonight  (Oct.  9)  at  a  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  of 
Architects. 

Dr.  Christopher  E.  Barthel,  Jr.,  assistant  director  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
said  architects  will  fail  in  their  responsibilities  to  society 
unless  they  take  the  initiative  to  ferret  out  new  ideas  and  new 
knowledge . 

He  said  research  in  the  construction  and  architectural 
fields  has  been  very  slim  compared  with  developments  in  other 
industries.   Specifically,  he  said  the  construction  industry  is 
spending  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  its  total  income 
for  research  and  development,  and  most  of  it  is  in  materials 
research. 

"Technology  has  an  explosive  quality,  and  it  is  making  our 
world  more  complex  day  by  day,*'  he  said.   **Up  to  the  present 
architects  have  been  able  to  apply  knowledge  gathered  by  others, 
but  they  will  find  it  more  difficult  to  assimilate  information 
developed  by  others  unless  they  make  a  constant  effort  to  research 
their  own  problems »" 
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Dr.  Barthel  said  the  space  age  has  forced  analyses  of 
new  metals  and  materials  that  will  challenge  the  architect's 
creativeness  and  broaden  the  boundaries  of  his  work  activities. 

Speaking  on  the  trends  in  technology  which  might  influence 
the  architecture  of  tomorrow,  Dr.  Barthel  cited  the  experiments 
and  advancements  in  nuclear  and  solar  energy  research. 

He  said  real  progress  is  being  made  in  the  fields  of 
space  heating,  air  conditioning  (where  solar  energy  is  utilized 
for  cooling  buildings)  and  solar  water  heaters  (which  trap  the 
heat  from  the  sun  by  the  use  of  a  plate  accumulator) . 

In  discussing  new  materials,  Dr.  Barthel  forecast  that 
adhesives  and  sealants  will  play  an  increasingly  important  role 
in  the  construction  industry,  which  is  placing  emphasis  on 
larger  building  pieces,  fewer  parts  and  simpler  assembly  operations. 
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Chicago — Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Techawks  will  play 
a  20-'game  schedule  during  the  1958-59  basketball  season.

Departmental  tours — ranging  from  electrical  engineering  to 
home  economics — will  highlight  College  Day  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  on  Saturday,,  Oct.  18, 

Exhibits  of  student  work,  movies,  and  counseling  by  administrators 
and  faculty  members  will  be  featured  from  1  to  4  p.m.  for  high  school 
and  junior  college  students,  their  parents,  and  friends. 

Information  and  programs  will  be  available  at  Siegel  Hall, 
3301  S.  Dearborn  St. 

Dr.  John  Day  Larkin,  dean  of  liberal  studies  and  chairman  of 
the  College  Day  program,  said,  "College  Day  will  attempt  to  show 
visitors  a  technological  institution  in  action... and  how  Illinois 
Tech  carries  out  its  philosophy  of  'education  to  meet  today's  needs.'" 

Student  work  will  be  shown  in  the  Institute  of  Design,  architectur* 
city  and  regional  planning,  home  economics,  and  technical  drawing 
departments.   Laboratories  will  be  open  in  the  departments  of  biology, 
chemical  engineering,  chemistry,  civil  engineering,  electrical 
engineering,  food  engineering,  mechanical  engineering,  metallurgical 
engineering,  physics,  and  psychology.  Faculty  members  will  be  available 
to  give  information  in  their  respective  fields,  including  mechanics, 
mathematics,  and  industrial  engineering  departments, 
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Documentary  movies  on  labor  union  bargaining  will  be  shown 
by  the  business  and  economics  department.  The  department  of  Air 
Science  will  distribute  model  aircraft,  and  the  department  of  Naval 
Science  will  display  modern  Naval  equipment. 

The  Research  Center  of  the  Association  of  American  Railraods 
also  will  open  its  laboratories  and  research  facilities  to  the  public. 

Illinois  Tech,  formed  in  1940  by  the  merger  of  Armour  Institute 
of  Technology  and  Lewis  Institute,  offers  degrees  in  12  engineering 
fields,  seven  liberal  studies  fields,  and  six  architecture,  city 
planning,  and  design  fields. 

Half-way  through  its  long-range  development  program,  the 
campus,  centered  around  33rd  and  Dearborn  Sts.,  now  covers  24  city 
blocks.   The  completed  campus  will  occupy  110  acres,  including  45 
modern  brick,  steel,  and  glass  dormitories,  classroom,  and  administrative 
buildings , 
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Chicago — A  $1,200,000  addition  to  the  Metals  Research  Building 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will 
be  dedicated  here  Monday,  Oct,  20 » 

The  event  will  mark  the  completion  of  the  second  step  in  a 
10-year  expansion  program  announced  by  the  Foundation  early  in  1956. 
The  construction  is  the  24th  new  building  in  the  over-all  expansion 
and  development  program  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Tech. 

The  four-story  addition,  at  3350  S.  Federal  St.,  will  more 
than  double  the  department's  space  for  metals  projects,  with  a  total 
of  68,000  square  feet,  according  to  Dr.  Donald  J,  McPherson,  manager 
of  metals  research. 

It  was  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  retired  director 
of  the  I IT  department  of  architecture.  General  contractor  was  George 
Sollitt  Construction  COo 

The  dedication  program  will  include  a  luncheon  at  12:30  Poin. 
in  the  IIT  Commons  Building,  3200  S.  Wabash  Ave.,  for  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  administrators  of  Illinois  Tech  and  Armour 
Research  Foundation,  and  representatives  of  industrial  and  research 
organizations  concerned  with  metals  research. 

Main  speaker  at  the  luncheon  will  be  Dr.  John  H,  Hollomon, 
manager  of  the  metallurgy  and  ceramics  research  department  of  General 
Electric  Research  Laboratory,  speaking  on  "Materials  Research." 
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Mcpherson  also  will  speak  on  "The  Growth  of  Metals  Research 
at  ARF. 

Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  I IT  and  Armour  Research 
Foundation,  will  preside  and  spealc  at  the  formal  dedication  of  the 
building  at  2:30  p.m. 

Research  in  the  ARF  metals  department  covers  the  entire  scope 
of  metallurgy — from  steel-making  to  nuclear  reactor  materials — and 
is  conducted  in  eight  sections:  applied  metallurgy,  electrochemistry 
and  extractive  metallurgy,  foundry  and  steelmaking,  metallurgical 
processes,  physical  metallurgy,  powder  metallurgy,  reactor  metallurgy, 
and  welding. 

Space  in  the  addition  is  allotted  to  bench-work  type  laboratories 
and  offices  while  the  original  building  will  be  used  for  heavy  equipment. 

The  ARF  expansion  plans  call  for  the  construction  of  two  more 
buildings  and  another  extension  to  an  existing  building.  Already 
completed  is  a  $1,250,000  Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering  Building, 
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More  than  $10,000  has  been  designated  for  additional 
research  facilities  and  equipment  in  the  biology  department  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

A  $5,095  grant  from  the  health  research  facilities  branch 
of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  will  be  matched  by  IIT  to 
provide  three  cold  rooms  and  an  autoclave  for  the  Illinois  Tech 
biology  department,  according  to  Dr.  Leslie  R.  Hedrick,  chairman. 

The  rooms,  which  will  be  kept  at  temperatures  of  minus  4, 
plus  23,  and  plus  40  degrees  Fahrenheit,  will  enable  the  scientists 
to  study  more  effectively  the  enzymes  which  are  destroyed  at 
ordinary  room  temperature,  Hedrick  said. 

Numerous  grants  are  being  made  to  colleges  and  research 
laboratories  throughout  the  country  by  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  for  additional  health  research  facilities.

The  loss  of  engineering  talent  at  the  senior  level  in 
college  has  reached  serious  proportions,  President  John  T,  Rettaliata 
declared  last  night  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

He  expressed  alarm  over  the  fact  that  in  1957  on  a  national 
basis  less  than  85  per  cent  of  senior  engineering  students  received 
degrees. 

In  his  report  to  the  board  at  the  Chicago  Club,  he  said  the 
number  of  seniors  receiving  degrees  has  been  heading  downward  since 
1951. 

•'This  is  a  loss  the  nation  can  ill  afford,  particularly  in 
engintsering  and  science,"  Rettaliata  said,  "for  our  very  survival 
in  future  years  will  depend  upon  our  scientific  and  technological 
competence," 

The  educator  attributed  the  loss  of  senior  students  to  lack 
of  funds,  changes  in  curriculum,  inadequacy  of  grades  and  the 
attraction  of  favorable  job  opportunities  in  industry.  To  remedy 
the  situation,  he  called  for  "a  strengthening  of  high  school  programs 
to  challenge  the  minds  of  studdnts  and  create  in  them  the  ability 
to  think  and  the  desire  to  learn," 

However,  he  emphasized  that  "America  should  not  imitate  the 
Russian  education  system  which  tends  to  create  an  intellectual  elite. 
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"Our  goal  at  all  levels  must  be  to  educate  properly  in  both 
quality  and  quantity, 

•'There  are  many  indications  pointing  to  a  long-term,  strong 
demand  for  engineers.   It  is  also  a  hopeful  sign  that  more  of  the 
nation's  youth  are  indicating  an  interest  in  engineering," 

In  discussing  the  sputnik  scare,  Rettaliata  said,  "Science 
has  not  failed  America.  We  have  proved  that  we  have  the  know-how, 
but  it  will  not  be  enough  to  be  second  best  in  an  age  of  intercontinental 
missiles  and  nuclear  weapons," 

Citing  the  importance  of  encouraging  scientific  and 
technological  talents,  he  warned  that  "we  must  not  neglect  other 
fields  of  learning  which  contribute  to  the  development  of  the 
broadly-educated  people  needed  to  deal  with  the  complex  world  of 
today, 

"We  must  strive  to  produce  graduates  who  have  broad  concepts 
and  understanding  of  their  social,  as  well  as  professional, 
responsibilities," 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  expressed  concern  over  the  Federal 
aid-to-education  program  claiming  that  "it  entails  huge  outlays  of 
money  which  state  and  local  governments  are  in  better  position  to 
afford, 

"Currently,  on  an  average  basis,  the  Federal  per  capita  debt 
is  23  times  that  of  state  governments  and  eight  times  that  of  local 
governments,"  he  said,   "Surely,  this  would  clearly  indicate  that 
the  Federal  government  cannot  afford,  particularly  in  a  time  of 
mounting  national  deficits,  to  spend  huge  sums  to  do  what  the 
states  and  local  communities  can  and  should  do, 
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•'Federal  aid  is  not  the  bargain  it  is  sometimes  thought  to  be," 
Rettaliata  said.   "There  is  often  the  illusion  of  getting  something 
for  which  the  other  fellow  pays.   In  Illinois,  taxpayers  will  pay 
considerably  more  to  support  the  programs  than  they  receive  in 
allotments. 

"We  would  be  naive,"  he  continued,  "to  expect  that  Federal 
aid  to  education  will  remain  at  the  present  level.   Now  that  the  door 
has  been  opened  we  can  reasonably  assume  that  the  once-defeated 
construction  and  scholarship  aid  programs,  and  others,  will  ultimately 
be  enacted," 

He  urged  "vigorous  local  support  and  voluntary  contributions 
to  delay  this  inevitability  to  the  greatest  extent," 

Rettaliata  described  Federal  aid  programs  as  undesirable  and 
said  it  would  be  unfortunate  if  they  became  a  permanent  function  of 
government.  He  said  danger  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  government  will 
not  allow  millions  of  dollars  for  education  without  some  measure  of 
control  over  it. 

"In  fact,  Congress  wouldn't  be  doing  its  job  if  it  did  not 
concej'n  itself  with  how  the  appropriated  money  was  used." 

He  recommended  a  change  of  Federal  tax  laws  to  increase  the 
incentives  for  voluntary  support  of  higher  education  and  to  permit 
the  deduction  of  a  proper  proportion  of  education  costs, 

Rettaliata  reported  that  Illinois  Tech  assets  on  Aug,  31,  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year,  amounted  to  $40,000,000,  an  increase  of 
$3,000,000  during  the  last  year.  The  year-end  total  investment  in 
land,  buildings  and  equipment  was  in  excess  of  $30,525,000,  compared 
with  $27,986,581  in  1957. 
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Consolidated  annual  operating  income  totaled  $21,350,000,  a 
record  figure  and  $1,210,000  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

He  said  the  half-way  mark  in  the  $50,000,000  campus  development 
program  has  been  passed.   During  the  year  $4,800,000  of  projects  were 
completed  or  in  the  process  of  construction,  and  an  additional 
$5,450,000  was  assigned  to  architects  and  engineers. 

Plans  for  a  $2,400,000  student  union  building  were  announced 
in  September.   It  will  be  the  28th  new  construction  at  the 
Technology  Center  since  1940,  when  the  long-range  plan  for  some 
55  buildings  was  outlined, 
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Internationally-known  scientists  will  summarize  recent 
advances  in  their  fields  through  a  film  series  beginning  Thursday, 
Oct.  23,  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  first  film  in  the  technical  series,  "Aero-Thermo- 
Chemistry,"  is  a  lecture  by  Dr.  Theodor  von  Karman,  director  of 
the  Aeronautical  Research  and  Development  Division  of  NATO, 

Graduate  students,  faculty,  and  engineers  in  the  Chicago 
area  who  are  interested  in  the  subject  will  view  the  free  one-hour 
film  at  4  p.m.  in  the  auditorium  of  the  IIT  chemistry  building, 
3255  3,  Dearborn  St.,  according  to  Dr.  A,  A.  Fejer,  director  of  the 
mechanical  engineering  department. 

Films  were  loaned  to  IIT  by  Convair,  a  division  of  General 
Dynamics  Corp.,  which  produced  the  films  as  their  "Famous  Scientist 
Lecture  Series." 

Other  film  showings  will  be  announced  throughout  the  1958-59 
academic  year. 

Scientists  to  be  featured  will  include:  Richard  Courant, 
head  of  the  mathematics  department  of  New  York  University;  George 
Gamow,  professor  of  physics  at  the  University  of  Colorado;  Bruno 
Rossi,  professor  of  physics  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
and  Edward  Teller,  professor  of  physics  at  the  University  of 
California  and  associate  director  of  the  University  of  California 
Radiation  Laboratory. 
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Dr.  Emmanuel  Rosenberg,  inventor  of  the  cross-field  generator, 
will  discuss  the  attitudes  and  actions  of  a  scientist  at  a  Society  of 
Sigma  Xi  meeting  Oct,  24  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  free  public  lecture,  "The  Blessings  of  Stupidity,"  will  be 
presented  at  8  Poiflo  in  the  auditorium  of  Siegel  Hall,  3301  S.  Dearborn 
St.,  according  to  Dr.  Phil  S.  Shurrager,  president  of  Sigma  Xi  and 
director  of  the  psychology  and  education  department  at  I IT. 

Rosenberg,  recipient  of  one  of  the  first  Doctor  of  Engineering 
Science  degrees  awarded  by  the  Technical  University  in  Vienna,  was 
manufacturing  manager  of  Elin  A.  Go,  producers  of  electrical  equipment 
and  machines,  until  his  retirement  in  1938, 

His  contributions  to  science  include:  one  of  the  first  analyses 
of  paralleled  a-c  machine  phenomena;  contributions  to  the  theory  of 
rotary  converters;  improvements  in  the  induction  motor  for  industrial 
applications;  analysis  of  the  depth  of  penetration  of  eddy  currents 
as  a  function  of  frequency,  and  invention  of  the  cross-field  machine 
and  solution  of  many  of  its  development  problems. 

In  1954  Rosenberg  received  an  honorary  doctorate  from  the 
Vienna  Technical  University,   In  1958,  the  Franklin  Institute  awarded 
him  the  Howard  N,  Potts  medal  for  the  invention  and  development  of 
the  cross-field  generator,

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Chicago's  dustfall  came  back  to  earth  in  September  after 
soaring  to  a  record  summer  month  high  in  August « 

The  month  had  a  "normal"  city  average  of  39,7  tons  of 
dust  per  square  mile — less  than  half  that  of  August,  with  80,1 
tons,  and  about  equal  to  that  of  September,  1957,  which  had  36  tons 
per  square  mile. 

The  biggest  drop  from  August  occurred  in  the  non-combustible 
portion  of  the  city's  air  pollution,  according  to  Samuel  Radner, 
research  chemical  engineer  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

The  variability  among  station  readings  also  was  considerably 
less  than  for  August,  although  still  greater  than  September  of  a 
year  ago.   Only  two  readings  were  recorded  above  100  tons,  compared 
with  eight  stations  the  previous  month. 

The  amount  of  water-insoluble  material  was  lower  than  that 
of  last  September,  but  the  water-soluble  reading  was  higher,  Radner 
said,  pointing  out  that  September  this  year  had  72  per  cent  more 
rainfall. 

The  lowest  reading  in  the  city  was  recorded  by  the  station 
at  1620  Wo  99th  St.,  with  an  average  of  10,8  tons  per  square  mile.

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A  project  to  conduct  a  preliminary  survey  of  technical  research 
facilities  in  Venezuela  has  been  awarded  to  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology o 

The  study  will  be  made  for  the  newly  organized  Venzuelan 
Institute  of  Technical  and  Industrial  Research  at  Caracas, 

Initially,  Armour  Research's  International  department  will 
conduct  field  studies  and  evaluate  the  prospects  for  Industrial 
research  in  Venezuela.  At  present  the  South  American  country  is  in 
the  process  of  expanding  its  industrial  manufacturing  facilities  and 
developing  its  natural  resources. 

The  project  was  made  possible  by  the  Creole  Foundation,  a 
non-profit  organization  established  by  Creole  Petroleum  Corp,,  a 
U,  S,  company. 

One  of  the  over-all  aims  of  the  Venezuelan  Institute  is  to 
set  up  new  fields  of  research  and  lessen  it  country's  dependence 
on  petroleum. 

Armour  Research  has  aided  in  developing  research  programs  in 
many  foreign  countries,  including  nine  nations  in  Latin  America, 
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Chicago — An  expansion  of  basic  research  work  and  an  advance 
in  the  technology  of  high-Btu  gas  production  by  the  hydrogasif ication 
of  coal  and  oil  highlighted  the  activities  of  the  1957-58  fiscal  year 
of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technblogy,  affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology, 

At  the  same  time,  the  Institute  experienced  a  five  per  cent 
drop  in  income  from  the  record  preceding  year,  according  to  the 
report  presented  by  Dr.  Martin  A.  Elliott,  IGT  director,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  members  and  board  of  trustees  Oct„  29  on  the  IIT 
campus e 

The  five  per  cent  drop,  to  about  $778,000,  resulted  from  a 
lower  volume  of  research  done  for  sponsors  other  than  the  American 
Gas  Association,  Elliott  said. 

"This  was  due  in  part  to  general  business  conditions,  and 
in  part  to  the  mid-year  completion  of  a  large  development  and 
construction  project  for  the  Army  Engineers," 

Areas  of  basic  research  in  which  IGT  participated  during  the 
year  included  high-Btu  gas  from  oil  shale,  combustion,  fuel  cell, 
kinetics  of  high-temperature  pyrolysis  reactions,  physical  properties 
of  gases,  gas  chromatography,  and  radiation  chemistry. 

Pointing  out  that  the  gas  industry  is  one  of  the  major  suppliers 
of  energy,  Elliott  said  that  its  future  demand  will  be  such  that 
the  present  problem  is  how  to  advance  knowledge  and  technology  "so 
that  we  can  satisfy  this  demand  economically  in  the  long-range  future,  " 
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"Intelligent  planning  and  active  prosecution  of  adequate 
research  programs  is  essential  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
competitive  position  of  the  gas  industry,  and  to  insure  its  future," 
he  saido 

The  Institute,  which  is  the  educational  and  research  facility 
of  the  gas  industry,  is  active  in  all  phases  of  the  industry *s 
technology  a 

Sponsored  research  was  performed  by  the  Institute  in  the  areas 
of  gas  transmission,  gas  distribution,  production  of  high-Btu  gas  from 
coal  and  oil,  peak  load  gas  processes,  petrochemicals,  utilization 
research,  and  energy  studies, 

"To  bring  our  research  work  into  better  balance,  we  hope  to 
increase  the  work  done  in  the  field  of  gas  transmission  and  to  explore 
methods  for  increasing  the  volume  of  research  ok  utilization,*'  Elliott 
said. 

Reporting  on  the  gas  institute's  graduate  and  undergraduate 
educational  programs,  Elliott  said  that  all  the  goals  outlined  in  the 
report  of  last  fiscal  year  had  been  attained. 

The  undergraduate  program,  designed  to  train  engineers  in 
a  gas  technology  option  under  IIT's  chemical  and  mechanical 
engineering  curricula,  included  24  students,  with  10  entering 
freshmen.   Six  of  the  new  students  were  enrolled  under  IGT 
scholarships,  and  four  were  under  scholarships  sponsored  by  the 
Consolidated  Natural  Gas  Co, 

In  the  graduate  program,  two  steps  were  taken  during  the 

fiscal  year  to  increase  enrollment—the  development  of  a  one-year 

program  leading  to  the  degree  of  master  of  science  in  gas  engineering, 

and  the  inauguration  of  a  work- study  program  in  which  the  student 

works  part  time  in  the  Institute *s  basic  research  program  and  part  time 

in  graduate  study „ 
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He  reported  that  these  steps  had  produced  six  candidates  for 
the  master's  degree,  and  one  doctoral  candidate.  In  addition,  three 
staff  members  are  working  on  degree  programs. 

The  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  is  supported  by  63  member 
gas  companies,  including  three  new  members  who  joined  its  activities 
during  the  past  fiscal  year.   In  addition,  21  companies  contribute 
on  a  yearly  basis.

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CHICAGO— A  self-threading  cartridge  that  eliminates  many  of 
the  shortcomings  of  operating  a  standard  magnetic  recorder  has  been 
developed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology o 

The  announcement  was  made  today  by  John  P,,  Skinner,  manager  of 
magnetic  recording  at  Armour  Research, 

The  cartridge  consists  of  a  flanged  spool  and  a  graded  leader 
with  a  catch.   It  is  designed  so  that  the  catch  engages  with  a  pre- 
threaded  leader  in  the  mechanism.   Using  this  system,  no  threading  is 
necessary. 

When  forward  recording  is  completed,  an  end  leader  reverses  the 
drive  for  rewind.  The  system  is  capable  of  two-directional  operation. 

The  single-reel  magazine  can  be  operated  at  any  speed  and  can 
be  adapted  to  a  standard  magnetic  recorder  by  removing  the  permanent 
leader.   The  self-threading  device  can  be  installed  on  a  conventional 
machine. 

Skinner  has  invited  members  of  the  magnetic  recording  industry 
to  meet  at  Armour  Research  on  Nov,  12  for  a  demonstration  of  the 
cartridge  and  to  discuss  present  trends  in  the  industry, 

Marvin  Camras,  senior  physicist  at  the  Foundation  and  one  of 
the  principals  in  the  development  of  magnetic  tape  recording,  designed 
the  self-threading  cartridge.  The  growth  of  the  magnetic  recording 
industry  has  been  implemented  by  numerous  developments  made  in  the 
laboratories  of  Armour  Research,

CHICAGO — Gross  research  reached  an  all-time  high  of  $14,648,000 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
during  the  1957-58  fiscal  yearo 

A  milestone  in  the  Foundation's  22-year  history  also  was 
marked  during  the  year  when  the  gross  research  volume  passed  the 
$100  million  mark,  Dro  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  ARF  director  reported. 

A  record  total  of  782  projects  were  conducted,  including  407 
for  industry  and  375  for  government o 

Dr.  Leedy  said  a  step-up  of  the  Foundation's  pre-project  work 
resulted  in  a  sharp  increase  in  new  projects  and  a  record  backlog  of 
eight  months  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  period,  August  31. 

"It  was  a  year  of  expansion,  with  an  emphasis  on  upgrading  of 
personnel  and  facilities,"  he  said.   "The  Foundation  maintained  a 
major  effort  on  self-sponsored  research  activities,  conducting  76 
programs  in  fundamental  research,  nuclear  reactor  research  and 
magnetic  recording." 

International  research  activities  were  broadened  in  scope, 
particularly  in  the  Union  of  Burma  project  for  the  development  of 
productive  scientific  research  operations  in  that  country.   Major 
projects  also  were  carried  out  in  Brazil,  Columbia,  France,  India, 
Mexico,  Peru  and  Uruguay. 
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The  European  Technical  Observation  program  moved  into  its 
third  year  of  informing  twenty  American  industrial  concerns  of 
technological  developments  on  the  continent. 

The  year  marked  completion  of  a  $1,200,000  addition  to  the 
Metals  Research  building  and  architects  were  retained  to  design  a 
new,  $3,000,000  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering  building,  which 
will  provide  modern  laboratories  for  chemists  and  chemical  engineers 
now  housed  in  four  old  buildings „ 

A  one- ton  extrusion  press,  which  creates  new  areas  of  research 
in  alloys,  was  installed  in  the  Metals  Research  building.   In  addition, 
plans  were  finalized  for  installing  a  model  1105  Univac  computer  in 
the  Foundation's  Physics  and  Electrical  Engineering  building  in  May, 
1959,   It  will  make  the  computing  center  of  the  electrical  engineering 
research  department  one  of  the  most  modern  and  flexible  in  the  world. 

As  a  public  service,  the  Foundation  continued  its  evaluation 
of  dustfall  in  Chicago  and  other  studies  of  air  pollution,  and 
sponsored  five  conferences,  some  of  international  scope,  to 
disseminate  scientific  information. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  staff  totaled  1236,  of 
which  823  were  professional  personnel. 
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A  grant  of  $41,500  from  the  National  Science  Foundation 
was  announced  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  Chicago. 

The  project  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William 
E.  Bennett  of  the  physics  department,  and  will  be  concerned 
with  the  structure  of  the  atcrni  nucleus. 

Dr.  Bennett  will  strive  to  improve  the  techniques  of 
detecting  and  measuring  the  radiations  that  are  produced  when 
atomic  projectiles,  fired  from  Illinois  Tech's  high  voltage 
accelerator,  hit  various  targets  of  low  atomic  weight. 
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A  $99,500  grant  has  been  received  by  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  from  the  National  Science  Foundation,  Dr.  John  To 
Rettaliata,  president  of  IIT,  announced  today. 

The  grant  will  subsidize  a  program  of  studies  in 
mathematics,  physics,  and  chemistry  that  Illinois  Tech  will  conduct 
for  high  school  teachers  this  summer.

(6)  Broaden  research  in  medical  fields  to  determine  how 
contaminated  air  affects  people  in  every  v/alk  of  life, 
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A  book,  written  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
professor  of  mechanics,  Phillip  G.  Hodge  Jr.,  is  slated 
for  January  publication  by  the  McGraw-Hill  Book  Company  of 
New  York. 

Dr.  Hodge's  manuscript  is  titled  "Plastic  Analysis  of 
Structures,"  and  is  part  of  the  McGraw-Hill  series  in  the 
engineering  sciences.   It  has  been  praised  widely  for  the 
breadth  of  the  subject  matter  covered,  and  its  clear,  logical, 
and  intensive  presentation.  The  book  deals  with  the  techniques 
necessary  in  the  analysis  of  structures  beyond  the  elastic 
limit, 
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A  new  Air  Force  program  to  give  actual  flight  training  to 
college  ROTC  students  will  begin  in  Chicago  on  Sunday,  December  7 
when  the  city's  only  Air  ROTC  unit,  located  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  takes  to  the  air.

I  doubt  very  seriously  if  I  could  tell  you  anything  you  don't 
already  know  about  the  players,  team^  and  coaches  who  will  participate 
in  this  year's  Illinois  Tech  Prep  Tournament.  So  here  are  just  some 
random  notes,  statistics,  and  ancient  histories  which  you  may  find 
interesting,  or  at  least  useful  in  that  they  save  you  a  trip  to  the 
morgue . 

*  ♦  * 

This  year's  tournament,  with  all  of  its  high-scoring  teams, 
could  easily  put  some  new  scoring  records  in  the  books.   Anyone  out 
to  set  the  individual  meet  scoring  record  will  have  to  contend  with 
the  impressive  total  Frank  Burks  of  Wells  amassed  last  year.  Burks 
poured  142  points  through  the  net  in  six  games.   He  also  holds  the 
record  for  the  most  field  goals  in  one  tournament  —  61. 

Both  the  game  and  tourney  freethrow  records  belong  to  Ron 
Rubenstein  of  Senn  who  in  1955  tossed  in  a  calm  and  collected  17 
in  one  game  and  47  in  five.   High  single  game  honors  belong  to 
Jerry  Malitz  of  the  1952  Roosevelt  five  who  made  43  points  in  a 
89-70  romp  over  Harper.   Incidentally,  Malitz 's  17  field  goals  in 
that  game  somehow  got  lost  in  the  record  books,  as  did  the  17  made 
by  Charles  Brown  of  Du  Sable  in  1953.   Both  of  these  match  Frank  Burks' 
performance  last  year  for  the  most  field  goals  in  one  game  record. 

♦  ♦  * 
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Speaking  of  records,  you  may  have  noticed  that  last  years 
I      program  contained  a  number  of  obvious  errors .   So  one  by  one  we 

plowed  through  the  almost  500  box  scores  from  previous  years  attempting 
to  correct  all  this.   This  year's  program,  we  hope,  is  accurate. 

One  of  the  interesting  record  setting  games  we  came  across  in 
our  tour  through  the  box  scores  was  the  Dunbar-Lake  View  game  of 
1954.   Dunbar  won  15-11,  and  all  sorts  of  "fewest"  records  fell. 
The  two- team  total   of  26  points,  the  two  points  Lake  View  netted 
in  the  whole  first  half,  and  the  combined  total  of  six  points  for 
both  teams  in  the  first  half  are  a  few  of  the  records  this  game  set. 

Another  game  that  broke  a  listed  record  was  the  Senn-Wells  game 
of  1955.   Senn  put  in  31  freethrows  in  43  attempts  and  V/ells  made 
21  in  36  trys.   The  combined  total  of  52  was  7  better  than  listed. 
Much  of  the  credit  belongs  to  Ron  Rubenstein  of  Senn  who  flipped  in 
his  record  17  four  line  tallies  out  of  20  attempts  in  that  game. 

*   *   * 

The  team  scoring  records  belong  to  Crane  and  DuSable.   In  the 

11954  tournament  Crane  racked  up  a  record  of  438  points  while  charging 
through  six  games  to  a  third  place  finish.   141  of  those  points,  scored 
by  Clarence  V/ordlaw,  gave  him  the  tournament  record  until  Frank  Burks 
broke  it  last  year  as  V/ells  also  played  six  games  to  a  third 
place  finish. 

Most  of  the  tournament  finalists  in  past  have  played  five  games. 
I   In  fact,  only  three  of  the  44  top  teams  have  played  six  (Wells  in  1957, 
Crane  and  Parker  in  1954) .   The  1953  DuSable  team  is  the  five-game 
high  scorer  with  382  points.   With  Paxton  Lumpkin  leading  the  way, 
the  Panthers  left  an  average  of  76,4  points  per  game  in  their 

championship  wake. 
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Defensive  honors  go  to  Marshall,  as  they  have  since  the  first 
Tech  tournament  was  played.   The  1947  Commandos  allowed  their 
opponents  only  146  points  for  a  29.2  per  game  average.   Of  course, 
scoring  was  a  lot  lower  then,  but  this  is  still  an  impressive  record 
that,  by  the  looks  of  things,  will  never  be  broken.

Nothing  much  has  gone  out  of  this  office  in  the  last  few 
years  on  the  history  of  Chicago's  Christmas  prep  tournament. 

Illinois  Tech  began  •  sponsoring  the  holiday  meet  in  1947  when 
the  University  of  Chicago  abandoned  the  tourney  it  had  held,  in  one 
form  or  another,  since  1917.   Here  is  some  history  on  the  University 
of  Chicago  Stagg  Tournament : 

In  1917,  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg  invited  the  state  champions  from 
all  over  the  country  to  come  to  the  University  of  Chicago  for  a 
spring  tournament ,

*The  names  of  specific  schools  in  the  larger  cities 
are  not  available  in  the  University  of  Chicago  files. 
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In  1930  the  tournament  faltered  because  most  of  the  state 
athletic  associations  claimed  that  the  season  was  too  longo   So, 
in  1931  Stagg  initiated  a  Cook  County  tournament  which  was  also 
held  in  the  spring  after  the  state  finals. 

The  champions  for  this  short-lived  tourney  were:

1933  -  Lane  Tech 

Again  many  teams  balked  at  the  idea  of  such  an  extended  season. 
Stagg  had  problems  getting  the  better  teams  to  compete,  and  found  that 
he  had  trouble  selecting  the  better  schools  from  both  the  city  and 
the  various  suburban  leagues  without  making  the  field  too  large.   So 
in  1934  the  tournament  was  limited  to  the  Chicago  Public  High  Schools 
and,  because  of  the  difficulty  encountered  with  the  post  season  dates, 
the  tourney  v/as  scheduled  for  the  Christmas  holidays.   Thus  began  the 
Prep  tournament  as  we  have  it  today.

In  the  fall  of  1947,  The  University  of  Chicago  announced  that 
it  was  abandoning  the  tournament  altogether.   After  30  years  of 
sponsoring  high  school  tournaments,  the  U.  of  C.  had  left  a  vacuum 
which  on  Friday,  December  26,  1947  was  filled  as  Senn  defeated  Kelly, 
59-30  to  begin  the  First  Annual  Illinois  Tech  Prep  Tournament.

Chicago — Nearly  90  papers  will  be  presented  at  27  technical 
sessions  scheduled  for  the  21st  annual  American  Power  Conference  to 
be  held  at  the  Hotel  Sherman  here  March  31  through  April  2.
